LAKISSA, April 1,">.—There is no 


truth in the. Turkish reports that the 
Greek irregulars were driven out of 
Macedonia. Some members were un- 
able 'to keep up with the main body 
and returned into Greek territory, but 
the main force continues its success- 
ful operations ngiunst the Turks. This 
body captured Kipur, north of Balti- 
mo and advanced to Piga Vitaz, where 
there is an important bridge across 
the mountain torrent. Chief Biivelis 
then despatched detachments of Ital- 
ians to the left, who captured an im- 
portant strategei ic position at Selovof 
and 
at

against an attack from tho Turks. At 
the same time another column was 
despatched to the right and after (>.

heavy damage. 


The big five-story Scarritt block on 


Walnut .fitreet near Ninth, was des- 
troyed, entailing- a loss of 560,000, and 
from t-his structure .the flames spread 
to, an adjoining structure 
on Main 


street also owned by the Scarritt es- 
tate and occupied by the Campbell & 
Eaton Crockery company. The build- 
ing on MaJn street was dnmnged 510,- 
000 and the crockery stock suffered a.n 
equal damage. 
Only by a very nar- 


row margin 
were other 
adjoining- 


buildings saved. 


SET FIRES AT MANY POINTS. 
It was -while this dangerous fire 


was raging -that the torch was applied 
in various other parts of tie business 
district. 


At Twelfth, and Walnut streets 


'fire was'started- in a pile of dry goods 
boxes in an alley. 


At Twelfth street and Grand avenue 


the torch was -applied to 
excelsior 


thrusr, into the--hallway of a lodging; 
house. 


At Fifth 
and Delaware, fire- was 


started iu the rear of the 
Armour 


building-. 


Another fire was started near Loose 


Bros.' cracker manufactory at Second 
and Main streets, and still another at 
Hill's brewery on the east bottoms. 


In several of these fires coal oil 


was freelv used br the incendiaries.

The officer said that Cowie, to carry 
out the deception, forged the name 
of Gov. Upham of Wisconsin to the 
application for extradition. These pa- 
pers were prepared, ;is was said, -to 
intimidate Hoeffer should "he object to 
going to Kenosha, But they were- not 
used.. Cowie, according; to Hoeffer's 
storyi told the latter he was only go- 
ing to toko him to Lake Forest After 
he got Hoeffer on tho train ho kept 
him 'interested until tha train' crossed 
the state line. Bernard Graf testified 
thai his uncle. Bernard Harris, was 
accused by Cowie of some connection 
with the Kenosha 
arson case, aaci 


Cowie came to tho house of Graf with 
what 
he called requisition papers. 


Gra£ ordered Cowie from tho house, 
and the latter left and -did not return. 
The trial will be resumed tomorrow.
